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Applicant's response of 12/2/04 is found to be non-responsive. The election 
states that applicant has elected to prosecute claims 22-25 (group V); however, 
applicant has added new claims 26-35 while canceling claims 1-24. It is not clear what 
the status of claims 26-35 is. If applicant has elected claims 22-25, why then are there 
newly added claims 26-35? Applicant is required to state which invention is to be 
prosecuted and clarify what is happening with claims 26-35. If applicant believes that 
any of claims 26-35 are to be included with group V, then applicant needs to provide 
some explanation to the examiner as to why these claims correspond with group V and 
should be included with group V. Failure to remedy the above deficiencies will result in 
abandonment of the application. Two notices of non-responsive will not be sent.
